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WAR SAVINGS BONDS 


WALTER F. DEXTER, Superintendent of Public Instruction 


There will be forwarded shortly by the California State Depart- 
ment of Education to all superintendents of schools suggestions for the 
adoption and administration of district or county-wide plans for vol- 
untary payroll deductions from the salaries of school employees for the 
purchase of United States War Savings Bonds. These suggestions 
will be intended for those counties and school districts which are not 
already operating such a plan. Plans already in effect should be con- 
tinued so as to avoid the confusion that would result from a change 
at this time. 

Voluntary payroll deductions for the purchase of United States 
War Savings Bonds were authorized by the Legislature in 1941. The 
governing board of each school district, on written request of employees, 
is authorized to provide for deductions from salaries and wages and 
for the purchase of the bonds. The legislation is permissive and can 
be made effective only by official action of each local school board and 
by the filing by school employees of written requests. 

It is certain that every public school employee should and will 
enroll in this patriotic American service, if the need is made clear and 
opportunity is given. 

Every effort should be made to present this matter to all public 
school employees. The goal in every county and district should be 100 
per cent participation of each employee to the fullest extent to which 
he is able to contribute. An explanation of the local county or district 
War Savings Bonds payroll deduction plan should be a part of the 
program of every local teachers association or other school employees’ 
meeting and of every county teachers institute, trustees institute, and 
educational association meeting. 

Local War Savings Bonds committees of the United States Treas- 
ury Department have been organized in many communities. These 
committees will gladly co-operate in setting up school employees’ pay- 
roll deduction plans, as will also the regional representatives of the 
Treasury Department. 

Many school districts already have established and are operating 
effectively payroll deduction plans for this purpose. In a number of 
counties, county-wide plans have been put into effect, embracing all 
of the districts of the county. In other districts and counties similar 
plans are now being developed. 
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The governing board of every school district of the state should 
take official action to provide for payroll deductions for the purchase of 
United States War Savings Bonds, and every school employee should 
voluntarily contribute from each salary payment as much as possible 
for investment in War Savings Bonds. County superintendents of 
schools should take the initiative by establishing county payroll deduc- 
tion plans and by urging co-operation by all school boards and school 
employees. 

The employees of the public schools should be and no doubt have 
been among the first to appreciate the terrible urgency of the national 
situation and to respond to the calls made for their personal contribu- 
tions of time, work, and money to help in the war effort. Those who 
serve in the public schools realize quite fully that the dollars we con- 
tribute now, in the form of personal savings investments, will save 
American lives by speeding the production of the materials vital to the 


prosecution of the war. 


WARTIME SERVICE ORGANIZATIONS 
IN SECONDARY SCHOOLS 


The following statement was agreed upon by a unanimous vote of 
the United States Office of Education Wartime Commission on July 
22, 1942. 

This total war in which we are engaged is a war of military com- 
bat, a war of production, and a war of ideas. Education has an indis- 
pensable part to play in each of these phases of total war. Its function 
is to prepare each individual for the thing he can do best to help in the 
total effort. Individual, as well as national, safety depends upon the 
skill and the effectiveness which each participant brings to his task. 
Education must help individuals to prepare for participation in all 
phases of the war effort and must not emphasize one aspect of partici- 
pation to the exclusion of, or out of proportion to other phases. Victory 
will come as a result of giving each element in the prosecution of total 
warfare, whether in the sphere of military combat, of production, or 
of ideas, its proper place and emphasis. 

This brief statement concerns wartime organizations in secondary 
schools. Its focus is on student organizations, which to serve effectively 
in preparing youth for war service must be fundamentally related to 
the curriculum and courses of study. The Commission feels that the 
following general principles should govern school organizations for 
war services: 

1. Opportunity should be provided through the schools for all in- 
school young people to participate in organized war effort. 

War needs demand that many of the usual extracurricular organi- 

zations of secondary schools give place to carefully planned war 

service organizations and that other existing organizations sub- 
stitute war service programs for their usual peacetime programs. 

3. Student organizations concerned with the war effort should be 
under the control of school authorities who should also have a part 
in the initiation and formulation of plans for activities to be 
carried on through the schools. 

4, All phases of war service should receive appropriate emphasis and 
recognition. The success of the total war effort should not be 
imperiled by overemphasis upon some activities and the neglect of 
other essential activities. 

5. Each pupil should have an opportunity to render the service for 
which he is best fitted, and which will make the largest contribu- 
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tion to the total war effort, in terms of his health, maturity and 
total responsibilities. 

6. The war service programs and activities of school-sponsored 
organizations should be in accordance with policies established by 
the federal government. 


The Commission recommends the establishment in each secondary 
school of a school-wide organization consisting of all pupils who are 
engaged in war services or are preparing for participation in the war 
effort. Membership in this organization would be open to all members 
of the school engaged in war services, such as civilian defense activities, 
war savings programs, salvage campaigns, food production and con- 
servation movement, and to all enrolled in courses preparatory to serv- 
ice in war production and in the armed forces. Special emphasis 
should be given at this time to those organizations designed to provide 
preparation for the air forces and the related supporting services. 

The Commission further recommends that, to promote and meet 
the immediate needs of the armed forces, a policy committee to advise 
with the Commissioner of Education be established, with membership 
to include representatives of the Army, the Navy, the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration, and of the Wartime Commission.

TIRE RATIONING REGULATIONS AFFECTING SCHOOLS 


Effective July 1, 1942, certain amendments were made to the Tire 
Rationing Regulations. One of these amendments has to do with the 
transportation of public school officials and teachers. 

Refer to the excerpts from the Tire Rationing Regulations published 
in the issue of California Schools for March, 1942, pages 46 and follow- 
ing, and on page 47 immediately after the asterisks appearing following 
Subsection (8) (b) of Section 504 of the Regulations add the following: 


(9) By public school officials and teachers to enable them perform their official 
duties if such duties regularly require travel from one school to another, where 
no other transportation is available. 

(i) Certificates may be issued under this paragraph (a) (9) to public school 
officials and teachers who require passenger automobiles for transportation 
from one school to another in order to discharge their official duties. 
Certificates may not be issued unless the applicant shows that he cannot 
use other means of transportation and that his automobile will be operated 
as economically as possible. 

(ii) No certificate shall be issued under this paragraph (a) (9) to any public 
school official or teacher whose duties are performed wholly at one school.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS 


Tenure Status of School Principals 

A rule of the governing board of a school district providing a 
procedure ‘‘for the dismissal of both probationary and permanent 
certificated employees’’ of the district cannot be construed as granting 
tenure to principals who are not accorded tenure under School Code 
section 5.502 and such a rule does not require the principal of a school 
to be given a hearing before demotion from principal to classroom 
teacher.

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STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION STATEMENT OF 
PRINCIPLES ON CREDIT FOR WORK EXPERIENCE 


The following general principles, derived from the reports of com- 
mittees of the Association of California Secondary School Principals 
and the California Junior College Federation, were approved by the 
State Board of Education at its May 22-23, 1942, meeting, under the 
authority contained in sections 3.470 and 3.800 of the School Code, as 
guides for establishing relationship between work and instruction: 

1. The pupil must be regularly enrolled in school. 

2. The work experience must be definitely related to the in-school 
training of the pupil. The type of work experience shall be 
analyzed in such a manner as to indicate its specific elements of 
learning. 

3. Supervision by a teacher, coordinator, or supervisor shall be pro- 
vided, and shall be of such a nature as to relate a part or all of 
class instruction to work experience. 

4. Credit toward graduation may be awarded upon the same bases 
as are prescribed for the school subjects in sections XII and XIII 
of the Rules and Regulations of the California State Board of 
Education,' provided that an evaluation or appraisal of the pupil’s 
progress has been made.

BULLETIN ON FEDERAL SUPPORT FOR EDUCATION 


The salvage of human resources for functional citizenship and 
leadership through education is a cause deserving as wholehearted 
national support as drives to salvage rubber, scrap iron, and table fat. 
Facts show that one adult in seven over 25 years of age in the United 
States, has less than a fourth-grade education. Fifteen divisions of 
potential soldiers, otherwise fit, have been rejected for army duty 
because of illiteracy. At the same time hundreds of thousands have 
been rejected because of physical defects. Only the federal govern- 
ment through subsidies to schools can save these potential resources of 
manpower in the nation. 

The case for federal support for education is set forth in a bulletin, 
Federal Aid for Education, just issued by the National Education Asso- 
ciation. This publication follows logically in the sequence of material 
on this subject put out in the National Education Association Research 
Bulletin: The Ability of the States to Support Education, 1926; The 
Efforts of the States to Support Education, 1936; Federal Support for 
Education: the Issues and Facts, 1937. 

In a foreword to the new bulletin, Walter E. Givens, Executive 
Secretary of the National Education Association, has this statement on 
the need of federal support for schools. 


I believe that sooner or later some states will find it almost impossible to keep 
their schools open without federal assistance. State and local tax systems will be 
hard pressed by the expanding federal tax program and by the forced decrease in 
sales of certain taxable commodities during the war. But to say that federal aid 
is inevitable is like saying that the United Nations will inevitably win the war. 
Such statements may be comforting but they do not help us to face squarely the 
need for driving through to victory with the least possible waste of time, materials, 
and human resources. If we wait for tax difficulties within the state to force action 
by the federal government, millions of children will be subjected to drastic and 
unwarranted restrictions of educational opportunity. If we enact a suitable federal 
aid law now, we can prevent the collapse of schools in many areas and can gradually 
help raise them to more acceptable standards of efficiency. ; 

Good schools are essential in wartime as in peace. Many students now in 
high schools will see military action before this struggle is over and many others 
will be employed in war industries. Whether or not children now in elementary 
schools are called upon to serve in these ways, they will have large responsibilities 
for postwar reconstruction. In all these activities able bodies and trained minds 
will be indispensable. Such requisites can be had in sufficient numbers only through 
the maintenance and improvement of our public schools. 
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A VICTORY POSTER CONTEST 


Many schools and educators are interested in any activity which 
will help our country toward ultimate victory in the present conflict. 
Realizing the strong appeal of a visualized message, the Latham Foun- 
dation is launching a nation-wide Victory Poster Contest. 

Over two hundred prizes in the form of War Bonds and Stamps 
will be given as awards for outstanding posters on patriotic topics. In 
addition there will be awarded twenty-two valuable art school scholar- 
ships, many of them worth between $200.00 and $300.00. This contest 
closes February 1, 1943. 

Subjects for the posters cover such activities as War Savings, Con- 
servation of Materials, United Nations and Pan Americanism, Civilian 
Defense, Safety, and the like. 

After the contest, outstanding posters will be assembled into travel- 
ing exhibits and displayed in leading schools, libraries and galleries 
throughout the United States. Displays will also be sent to Canada, 
Mexico, England, and South America. 

This contest has the support of the United States Treasury, Office 
of Civilian Defense, American Red Cross, Allied War Relief, and lead- 
ing educators throughout this and other countries.

ANNOUNCEMENT OF FEDERAL PLAN FOR 
$5,000,000 COLLEGE STUDENT LOAN FUND 


Bulletins announcing the loan fund of $5,000,000 authorized by 
Congress and approved by President Roosevelt to assist college students 
in accelerating training for certain technical and professional fields 
essential to the war effort have been sent out by the United States 
Office of Education to all colleges and universities in the United States. 

Financial assistance will permit students to pursue intensive 
vacationless study which will prepare them as soon as possible to meet 
erowing need for technicians. Loans were authorized for students in 
engineering, physics, chemistry, medicine, dentistry, and pharmacy who 
are within two years of completing their work. 

Essential points of the student war-loan program announced today 
by Commissioner Studebaker are: 

1. Loans are made to students directly by colleges or universities or 
public or college-connected agencies. Federal funds are paid the 
colleges upon estimates submitted as to the amounts necessary for 
loan. 
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2. Loans are available only to students who are registered in 
accelerated programs in degree-granting colleges and universities 
and whose technical or professional education can be completed 
within two years, in one of the following fields. 

3. Fields of work are engineering, physics, chemistry, medicine 
(including veterinary), dentistry, and pharmacy. 

4. The student agrees in writing (1) to participate, until otherwise 
directed by the Chairman of the War Manpower Commission, in 
accelerated programs of study in any of the authorized fields; 
and (2) to engage for the duration of the wars in which the 
United States is now engaged, in such employment or service as 
may be assigned by officers or agencies designated by the Chair- 
man of the War Manpower Commission. 

5. Students must attain and continue to maintain satisfactory 
standards of scholarship. 

6. Students must be in need of assistance. 

7. Loans shall be made in amounts not exceeding tuition and fees 
plus $25.00 a month, and not exceeding a total of $500.00 to any 
one student during any twelve-month period. 

8. Loans are to be evidenced by notes executed by student borrowers 
payable to the Treasurer of the United States. 

9. The rate of interest is two and one-half per centum per annum. 

10. Repayments of loans are to be made through the colleges, uni- 
versities, or other agencies negotiating the loans, to be covered 
into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. 

11. The indebtedness of a student shall be cancelled: (1) If before 
completing his course he is ordered into military service during 
the present wars under the Selective Training and Service Act of 
1940, as amended; or (2) if he suffers total and permanent dis- 
ability ; or (3) in ease of death. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS ON TEACHER EDUCATION 
IN WARTIME 


Education in wartime can no more proceed ‘‘as usual’’ than any 
other social enterprise. Teachers, schools, and colleges are eager to 
make all essential adjustments and to play their part in the common 
sacrifice. In order to provide guidance for them in this task, the Com- 
mission on Teacher Education requested its chairman, E. 8. Evenden 
of Teachers College, Columbia University, to assemble in compact form 
the main lessons of the past bearing on the subject and to prepare a 
brief outline of fundamental educational principles. 
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Mr. Evenden’s report has now been issued by the American Coun- 
cil on Education under the title, Teacher Education in a Democracy 
at War.

PAMPHLETS ON LATIN AMERICA FOR YOUNG READERS 


With the intention of filling a need which has long been recognized 
by leading educators and government officials, and in response to many 
requests, the Pan American Union announces the publication of a 
series of pamphlets on Latin America designed especially to appeal to 
children. 

Written in an interesting and captivating juvenile style by educa- 
tors versed in the teaching of children, the booklets contain pertinent 
information about the American Republics, including inspiring accounts 
of national heroes, descriptions of customs and places of unusual local 
color, as well as of the Panama Canal and the Pan American Highway. 

In the first series of pamphlets there are ten booklets, each with 
a distinct title. Two of the booklets are now prepared and ready for 
distribution—The Pan American Union and The Snake Farm at Butan- 
tan, Brazil. At intervals of approximately three weeks, two additional 
pamphlets of the series will be ready for distribution so that orders 
may be placed according to the following schedule: General San Martin 
and The Panama Canal on August 14; The Pan American Highway 
and The Guano Islands of Peru on September 4; Caupolican and The 
Incas on September 25; and Pizarre and Cabeza de Vaca, October 15. 

Each pamphlet sells for five cents, and orders are to be addressed 
to the Pan American Union, Washington, D.C. Quantity orders are 
encouraged since the interest manifested in this first series of ten book- 
lets will determine the preparation of additional booklets on various 
subjects treating of the New World republics. In view of the fact 
that the pamphlets are excellent for classroom work, as well as for the 
entertainment and education of the child at home, it is expected that 
the demand will be such as to warrant continuation of the series. 


RED CROSS POSITIONS FOR SCHOOL TEACHERS 


Attention of public school teachers is directed to positions as Field 
Directors and Assistant Field Directors (men) and Hospital Recrea- 
tion Workers (women) for the American Red Cross. Teachers who 
have acted as counselors or held other positions connected with person- 
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nel work are considered to be especially well fitted for these positions. 
The general qualifications for these positions have been set up as follows: 

Field Directors and Assistant Field Directors are assigned by the 
American Red Cross to Military and Naval Stations, both within and 
without continental United States. Assistant Field Directors are on 
the staffs of and under the direct supervision of the Field Director. 

Field Directors are selected mainly from among Assistant Field 
Directors who have proven, through satisfactory work as Assistants, 
their ability to serve as Field Directors. 

Candidates for positions as field directors must be men in good 
physical health as evidenced by a physical examination given by a physi- 
cian of good standing with the American Medical Association. They 
must be citizens of the United States and must be able to furnish a 
certified copy of a birth certificate, or other proof of citizenship. Their 
records as citizens must be satisfactory to the military authorities as 
well as to the American Red Cross. 

Recreation workers are assigned by the American Red Cross to 
Army and Naval hospitals, both within and without continental United 
States. Personnel serving as recreation workers are on the staffs of 
and under the supervision of the Red Cross hospital executives. Their 
program must receive the prior approval of the appropriate medical 
officer. 

Candidates for positions as recreation workers must be women in 
good physical health as evidenced by a physical examination performed 
by a physician of good standing with the American Medical Associa- 
tion. They must be citizens of the United States and must be able to 
furnish a certified copy of a birth certificate or other proof of citizen- 
ship. Their records as citizens must be satisfactory to the military 
authorities as well as to the American Red Cross.
